Having completed forty years in an 
endeavor by concentrated effort In 
arriving at specific enda—to place 
labor and ita reward on an equal 
basis with capital—the member* of 
Victoria Typographical Union No ! 
SOI thought a historical review of his 
organisation would be of interest to 
the public aa well as the devotees of 
"Art Preservative of All Arte." and a 
Justification of co-operation between 
employer and employee. 

Tradition says there was a print¬ 
er’s union in Victoria about 1S49, l*ut 
no particulars thereof are now avail¬ 
able In concrete form. At any rate 
It was short lived and was purely of 
a local character. 

It was not, however, until, the year 
llii that the bacilli of international 
unionism lnpculated printerdom in 
Victoria. The germ first entered the 
office of Tho-Uolonlst. and, assisted 
by the convivial and congenial spirits 
of the early pioneering days when 
everyone knew his neighbor and 
quarantine regulations being un¬ 
known. soon spread and some seven¬ 
teen or eighteen journeymen printers 
and pressmen became hopeless vic¬ 
tims to its Insidious attack. So Viru¬ 
lent was the onset that prompt meas¬ 
ures were taken to effect a cure. On 
April If. 1884. those affected assem¬ 
bled in St. James’s Hall, a one-story 
building that stood on the present 
site of Roger's chocolate shop, Gov¬ 
ernment street, and unanimously 
agreed on the desirability of organ¬ 
ising a union.

Archives Present 
Unusual Study 


Story of Growth 
Of Institution 


To realist the growth of tha 
institution ugainst financial odds, 
it is necehsary to trac* It back 
to its genesis In 1189. Tha Mayor 
of that time, John Grant, opened 
the library in May by borrowing 
a copy of ('arlyle, tha first li¬ 
brarian being Dr. Jamas Mc¬ 
Gregor. During 1890 th* addition 
to the city hall was completed 
and the library, then including 
6.000 volumes was moved Into 
the city hall, where it continued 
for n number of years. Dr. Mc¬ 
Gregor remained In charge until 
April, 1895. and needless to say 
by that tlpie the books were 
getting Into a very dilapidated 
state. He wrote to various 
wealthy citizens, and obtained a 
few subscriptions, but when 
Henry A- Onward took over tha 
library he found It in a desparata 
shnpe with poorly equipped rooms 
for reading. Tha succeeding years 
were a struggle to keep tt to¬ 
gether In unsuitable quarter* 
and when the late Andrew Car¬ 
negie came to the rescue, th* 
library had certainly gone into a 
decline. The city built the pre¬ 
sent Public ’ library building in 
1SA1-IM-. and one of tho term* of 
the contract with the donor was 
that the minimum of 16.000 per 
year should he spent annually 
upon the building. 8o small a 
sum was beyond the generosity 
of the council of that day, as in

Material of Incalculable Value 
Has Been Assembled 


Provincial Library Has De 
veloped From Small Begin¬ 
nings in Colonial Days 


Hritish Columbia is particu¬ 
larly fortunate in the wonderful 
collection of material aaaemblrd 
dealing not only with the Coast, 
but of Western Canada gener¬ 
ally. end particularly the Jour¬ 
nals and histories relating to th* 
Fat-lfle Northwest. The Martin 
rollectfdn formed tha Aurleue of 
this asaemhly of books, charts, 
and documents, which has been 
added to steadily as lima gpa a 
on. TKe manuscriptIraHsottoii Is 
of great value, nnd like all this 
mass of Information, it is largely 
supplemented, by gifts and pur¬ 
chases from time to time. Th* 
value of material of this kind la 
largely in Its classification, and 
such work Is conducted steadily. 

The data which haa been as¬ 
sembled here 19 unique. People 
come from all over the world to 
consult It. Mention may be made 
of such monumental works as 
those of Professor Boax on the 
Indian inhabitants of this section, 
based on the personal Investiga¬ 
tions he conducted years ago on 
the Coast, and of the researches— 
made by Sir William Schooling 4 
In connection with his work, 
which is to be -a standard au¬ 
thority. on the history of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company. Inciden¬ 
tally It may be mentioned that 
an earlier historian of that cele¬ 
brated trading company also 
used to come here for reference 
purposes. Professor George 
Bryce. 

A very fine series has been, 
gathered relating to tha explora¬ 
tions of the Russian, Spanish, 
French and British navigators, 
and also the fur traders during 
the eighteenth, and the early 
part of the nineteenth century. 

In the collection are autograph 
letters of Captain James Cook, 
of Captain George Vancouver, 
of Senor Quadra, and of almost 
all the early trade™ who pre¬ 
ceded or were contemporaries of 
Hlr James Douglas. Through the 
CO dr t O y Of Sir Leicester Harms- 
worth the department has been 
recently enriched by the earliest 
original records connected with 
responsible governments on Van¬ 
couver Island. Including, the .ap¬ 
pointment of the first governor, 
nnd original passenger lists of 
the first Immigrant ships to sail 
from England to the coast via 
Cape Horn. The library has 
copies of the Spanish charts of 
the Strait of Juan dr Fuca. made 
In 1790, and an account of the 
Nootka controveraary prepared 
for George III by J. B. Burgess, 
then I'nder Secretary of 8tate In 
England. 


The records In the archive* 
show that as far back as 1868 
the legislative assembly of the 
colony of Vancouver voted 81.000 
for the formation of a parlia¬ 
mentary library. That date is 
therefore regarded aa the official 
birth of the Institution. 

The first Governor of Van¬ 
couver Island, however, Richard 
Blanshard. brought out from 
MkkM at th e coat of £ 61 |s- 6d, 
a small librkry," to* disposal 
of which ia apparently unknown. 

For a long period there was no 
librarian. The books were as¬ 
sembled In a room off the old 
assembly chamber, and members 
helped r themselves as they 
needed Aa was to be expected 
a number of volumes were lost. 


It must not be forgotten^ that 
primarily the library ia a legis¬ 
lative one. and la exceptionally 

rich In taw books, and volumes 
dealing with the application of 
laws, particularly social and 
otherwise to society throughout 
the . Engllxh speaking ^rurHfr

TOO MUCH FICTION 

Canon Reanlands, and E. O. 8. 
Hrholefleld were th*< leaders 
among the commissioners, and 
when the t'anon left for England 
great regret was expressed. Mr. 
Hrholefleld continued to take an 
active interest lit the manage¬ 
ment of the library until the end 
of 1911. The. commissioners for 
several years deplored the exten¬ 
sive use of fiction in comparison 
with other subjects, and they set 
about remedying that state of 
affairs in a yerf thorough way, 
by lncr< .isUgf* the slender stock 
of hooka^rcJr scientific and tech¬ 
nical afl&fcct*. so that the public 
mini^/TouH he directed along 
IMP# lasting line*. 

The library continued under 
Dr. Hands until the year 1918, 
when the present librarian. Miss 
Helen Steiyart. was appointed. 
Under her guidance the library 
has steadily progressed until it 
hns come to *erv*-e wide educa¬ 
tional field, and since the adjust¬ 
ment with the neighboring muni¬ 
cipalities. It has become mor* 
than a city library In scope. 

Miss Stewart, as chairman of 
the Provincial Public Libraries 
Commission. has been able to do 
much useful work for the move¬ 
ment In the province, and Vic¬ 
toria Library haa profltted fiom 
the Public Libraries Act In a 
number of ways. One of the most 
valuable # ways In which the 
l-eglslature has aided the city. 
In common with all municipalities 
which have public librariea has 
been the setting aside of s fixed 
mill rate. 

The library co-operates with 
five branches up-Islund. which, 
while of value to those towns, 
enables the city to earn a little 
additional revenue thereby. 

For some years useful library 
training courses were conducted 
during the Hummer In connection 
with the institution. Lest year 
the city contributed to 

the library cost, and other re¬ 
ceipts totalling 86.248 brought 
tbs aggregate up tO 9:7.848. The 
circulation last year was 269,- 
449 adult and 38.784 Juventl* 
apart from 5.800 books shipped 
to branches.

Ltke every other collection, 
there are some exceptional fea- 
turea which the bookman would 
cherish, such aa the Shakes¬ 
pearian collection. acquired 
through purchase from that re¬ 
markable man. the late Mr. Gar- 
4blde„ who formerly lived her*. 
This was the coHsctlon which 
every leading Rhnkespemrlan 
actor used to be taken to sea 
when he played in Victoria. 
When Clement K. Bhorter was 
here he was very much atruck 
With this phase of the collections. 

The new building, the founda¬ 
tion stone of which wes laid hy 
the Duke of Connaught on Sep¬ 
tember 28 , 1912 . hence the name 
**Connaught Library.*’ waa opened 
for use in 1916. It la a very fine 
Addition to a handsome pile of 
buildings, and ia part of the 
general scheme which Sir 
Richard McBride proposed to 
have erected with a frontage on 
Superior Street. 

It la unquestionably one of the 
finest library buildings in Canada 
and is conceived on a generous 
scale. The dominant feature of 
the Interior is a central hall, 
with reading rooms on either 
side. — 

Visitors have admired the 
generous manner in which the 
design hns lieen carried out, in 
keeping with the handsome pile, 
of which It Is s part, the exterior 
being artistically adorned with 
•culpture. 

A DESERVING TRIBUTE 

How many people pass the me¬ 
morial tablet to the late K. O. S. 
Hrholefleld without ramemberlng 
whet Mr. Scholefleld did for the 
library, with what loving care he 
extended Ita scope, kept on the 
look-out for erklltional volumes 
competed against wealthy Amecl-

Aa a consequence n sessional 
librarian was chosen, end the oc¬ 
cupant of the position Was the 
lete William Atkina, who spent a 
long connection In subsequent 
years with the Victoria Customs 
Department. He held the position 
In the sessions of 1896. 1987, and 
1888. when he was succeeded hy 
Mr. Bridgman, who held -office 
for some years, a permanent li¬ 
brarian first being chosen In 
1693. (1. K. Gosoell being ap¬ 
pointed. 

Mr. Gosnell organised the li¬ 
brary. and put It on the basis 
which was afterwards so admir¬ 
ably developed by the late E. O. 
H Hch tlefield. When Mr. Gosnell 
took office there were between 
2.000 end 8.000 volumer. and these 
were principally parliamentary 
patters, blue hooks, statutes and 
such works of reference as ure 
generally found In use in an or¬ 
dinary legislative library. Mr. 
Gosnell began the collection of 
documents and papers dealing 
with the early history of- the 
province, which was afterwards 
to develop into the present won¬ 
derful archives. 

Mr. Scholefleld. who had come 
Into provincial employment in 
the year 1693. was named as 
his assistant In 1894. He suc¬ 
ceeded Ms chief In 1898. Cntll 
his ddath Mr. Hcholcfield de¬ 
voted himself whole-heartedly to 
the cause of the library. a.nd 
Incidentally his great work was 
recognised when the Pacific 
Northwest Library Association 
held Its last session in Victorln 
in the Fall of 1911 and he was 
honored with its presidency. 
Prior to that time he had been 
appointed to the executive of the 
American Library Asaociatlon. 
The (.resent librarian. John For¬ 
syth. has maintained the high 
standard of library’ service set 
by his predecessors. 


For the past twenty-five years 
the library has never gone haek. 
steadily expanding according to 
the appropriation* voted hy the 
Legislature. Home day the time 
will be ripe to tell the remark, 
able stories of how some of the 
l>ooks and charts were acquired, 
at prices ridiculously be¬ 
low catalogue coat.

| lie on the new parking rules. 

I JUVENILE DRIVERS 

The age of drivers came In for some 
! d'seussion. Under the law those 
I under seventeen may not drive with¬ 
out special permit. From fifteen 
1 years of age to seventeen years the 
chief of police haa the right to grant 
a permit if the parents will take the 
responsibility. There are twelve such 
permits now in use In town. 

In this connection Chief Fry re¬ 
ported that the police had some dif¬ 
ficulty In ascertaining the age of lady 
drivers. "Glrla.” he said, "that one 
would take to be fourteen or fifteen, 
declare their age to be eighteen end 
twenty. Yesterday 1 stopped a girl 
In a car who looked not more than 
fourteen years of age. She told me 
she was twenty and s married 
woman.” He had come to the con¬ 
clusion that the fair sex were very 
unfair In regard to their correct a#e.

The wax 
acts as a lubricant which reduces the 
friction. In a similar fashion in the 
automobile the lubricating. system is 
designed to supply a film of oil to ail 
point* that have aurfHces sliding over 
i.tlver surfares such as pistons In the 
cylinders, the crankshaft, the wrist 
pins in the connecting rods and the 
vglve push rods. 

For the purpose of accomplishing 
this desired result In a simplewnd ef¬ 
fective manner apglne* are designed 
so that practically all of the working 
parts ar* enclosed within the engine 
castings. This design makes it pos¬ 
sible to have lubrication supplied 
from n single reservoir of oil which 
la usually located in the bottom of 
the crank case and forms part of It. 
Thla reservoir holds about one gallon 
of oil. Tne only thing the operator 
has to do Is to take care that the 
reservoir ia kept at lenat partly full. 

When the engine la at rest the 
lubrication system does not function. 
As soon as the engine starts oil is 
automatically sent to the different 
parts that need lubrication. In moat 
systems this Is accomplished by 
mesns of a pump located in the res¬ 
ervoir which is driven through suit¬ 
able gearings by the crankshaft. 

Oil Is pumped from the reeervolr 
to a pan or trough so that a puddle 
forms under each arm of the crank¬ 
shaft. As the shaft revolves the ends 
of the connecting rods dip Into the 
nil, splash It up and break It Into fine 
partlcle .1 until it forms an oily fog. 
This fog penetrates to every point 
and crevice inside of the engine, 
where It deposits and forma a film 
of oil over every part. Probably more 
oil la deposited than Is needed. Tho 
surplus drains hack into the reservoir 
which la the lowest place in the en¬ 
gine. From here il Is again put into 
circulation by the pump. 
DISTRIBUTION Of OIL 

In other systems oil carried in_the 
reservoir is pumped through suitable 
piping to the main bearings of the 
crank shaft. This shaft is drilled so 
oil may enter It at these bearings and 
be carried under pressure to the 
crsnkpln hearings. In some cases the 
crank pin bearings are drilled and 
j plpea carry oil under pressure to 
the wrlstpln bearings. In this system

- Camping In a municipal or state 
park moans having conveniences not 
ordinarily found in open fields or 
woods. In any event, always try to 
pitch the camp on raised ground and 
near running wajer. 

No ohc^, should understake a long 
tour on a schedule of more than 150 
miles n day over the beat roads. A 
hundred miles a day ia a better 
schedule. There are stretches where 
forty or fifty miles is as much as 
should be undertaken. Better 1,000 
miles In comfort that 1,500 in the 
same length of time at a sacrifice 
of comfort. 

The cost of touring varies with the 
car. the region to be traversed and 
the kind of^ people traveling. For 
short distances. *n» under 1.000 mile* 
—if one ha* good luck -gaa, food and 
oil are about the only expenses. For 
two months or sa of travel $100 a 
week la perhaps a fair average for a 
car. With strict economy, however, 
small car* will sometimes csriy n 
couple of passengers for about $&0 a 
week.

for granted that his automobile Will 
be put In first class shape so that 
efficient functioning can be expected 
as far aa travel la concerned. 

Although there are more than a 
million automobiles In uae for week¬ 
end or month-long Journeys, what la 
th* moat satisfactory automobile 
camping outfit remain* somewhat of 
an open question. A little experience 
mpkea one thing plain—the camper 
must first of all consider the model 
of hla car and then select hla outfit 
with reference to It. 

A five-passenger car with-a light 
outfit, two or three fewer passengers 
than there la room for. and nothing 
on hoard that is nqt abaolutely neces¬ 
sary, represents a sort of ideal to be 
striven for. 

It helps a good deal to make a ten¬ 
tative Hat of articles one proposes to 
take and then to weigh the value of 
each one of them in service before 
completing the final list. 

FAILINGS OF BEGINNER 

One of the failings of a beginner 
auto camper ia to take loo much out¬ 
fit. When camp la to he made every 
night and broken every morning 
equipment must be light and eaay to 
handle. There are outfit* that take 
from three to five hours to set up 
nnd as long-to take down nnd pack 
away in the morning. 8uch outfits 
make work not play of camping. 

No tent should weigh more than 
thirty pounds and no hundle should 
weigh more than fifty pounds. Every 
detail of camp making, from pitching 
the tent or making the bed* or hand¬ 
ling the food containers, building the 
fires nnd preparing the meala should 
be within the strength of every mem¬ 
ber of the party. Then while one sets 
up the tent another ran get supper 
or while one makes, break fast another 
packs the outfit and single-handed 
loads It on the car. Each one ahould 
have hla own particular work and 
learn to do lt right. 

Whatever happens, keep the weight 
of the Joad less than 100 pounda to 
the peraon. If more la likely to he 
needed at a destination ship every¬ 
thing that will not be needed on the 
way. A difference of ns little na 
twenty or thirty pounda In climbing 
steep mountain grades or In getting 
through the mud of unimproved roads 
may make the difference between 
getting through and getting iftuck. 

Shelter Is a prime consideration. 
One of the favorite forms of tent pro¬ 
vides a shelter dining-room under the 
extension. In stormy weather thla 
protection will be welcomed, as on* 
can set up a gasoline stove here out 
of the rain and continue operation*.

PREVENTION OF DISEASE 

The opening meeting was on the 
night of August 4, when the Incom¬ 
ing president, Blr David Bruce, de¬ 
livered his presidential address on 
"The Prevention of Disease." He 
told the story of the steady advance 
made against slcknees In the past 100 
years throughout the whole world. 
Among other things, in speaking of 
preventive medicine, he stressed th# 
necessity of spending money to pro¬ 
vide the inhabitants of modem cities 
with hygienic surroundings. Blr 
David’s own particular contribution, 
modestly referred to. was hla Inves¬ 
tigation of the sleeping sickness 
among the natives of Africa. Later, 
he was one of eight to receive hon¬ 
orary degrees at s special convoca¬ 
tion of the university. 

Seven papers were presented at the 
morning meeting of Section A on the 
second day, all dealing with atomic 
phenomena. Theae papers repre¬ 
sented months and sometimes years 
of careful wbrk by the ablest Inves¬ 
tigators. An atom, which a decade 
ngo was looked upon as the smallest 
Indivisible particle of matter. Is now 
looked upon as a complex organisa¬ 
tion, having a small but massive cen¬ 
tral nucleus, with smaller electrified 
particles revolving about It on much 
the same plan as our solar system. 
It Is now believed that the differ¬ 
ence between the atoms of any two 
substances, say carbon and gold, is 
simply In the number and arrange¬ 
ment of these electrified particles 


It must not be supposed that all 
the wisdom reposes In the Anglo-
